Claims 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 3 and 7, it is unclear what is meant by " receives such stress". What type 
of stress does "such" refer? Also what type of "processing" is being referred? A chip may be 
involved which several types of processing. 

In claims 4 and 9, "where the semiconductor element is processed" has not 
antecedent. Claim 3 has recited not particular area of the element that is particularly processed. 

In claim 6, it is unclear what is meant by level "part". Claim 1 recites that the entire 
chip level not certain part. 

In claim 7, the entire claim for the most part is riddled with poor sentence structure 
and unclear grammatical issues rendering the claim unclear. The phrase "after securing" is unclear. 
This seems to refer to some previous securing step . There is no previous step. The "step or 
processing" is unclear. What processing step is being referred and the "processing step" has no 
antecedent. In the last line to what component does "a part" refer? 

In claims 8 and 9, "the processing step" has no antecedent. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Applicant's Prior 
Art Figure 19 and the Admitted Prior Art in the disclosure of page 5. 

A semiconductor element 102 is disclosed on page 5, last paragraph as being secured level 
onto board 103. Said device is taught to operate normally when packaged on the board. 
Said device is shown to be of a flip chip type. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected. 

Claims 5, 6, 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 10-20 are considered allowable over the prior art of record. 

Kurosawa et al, Toyoda et al, Piosenka et al and Barton et al are cited to show 
semiconductor devices having detector element.
